Applicant's arguments focus exclusively on asserting that the combination of Tanihira. Loonev. and Wakai fail to teach or 
suggest the limitation of transmitting information about available audio/video presentations to a local area n etwork. However. 
the inventive teachings relied upon in Loonev for modification of the system disclosed by Tanihira is. as described in th e office 
action mailed on 4/8/05. limited to receiving information about available multimedia presentations from a source, storing and 
presenting this descriptive information in and from a central controller that allows a user to make selections regarding available 
content. Applying this teaching found in the prior art to the system disclosed by Tanihira results in the sources of availble 
content transmitting information regarding avaible presentations to the central controller that allows a user to make selection 
regarding available content. Bv nature of the combination of the teachings found in Loonev with the system disclosed by 
Tanihira. results in the sources of content, the audio/video appliances, transmitting information about available content to the 
central controller, the system control unit fSCUl 21 from which the user makes selections regarding available content, and thus 
the information is transmitted over the network which interconnects the applicances with the SCU. and thus meets the claimed 
limiation of transmitting information about available audio/video presentations to the local area network.
